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"This Inftrument with *a little variation may be made 
a „Refle£Hng Microfcope oi Water, if inllead of the 
Ring G there be only a frnali Arm with a hole in It to 
receive a drop of W a- ?:r, and the Cyiindrick VefleJ B 
be either taken away or fcrewed on with its bottom 
upwards, Co as to make an Object Plate, and this will 
be found more convenient for viewing the Textures of 
Opacous Object, then that defer ibtd in N° zt 3 of the 
Transactions, which is more fit for Fluid and Tranfpa- 
rcnt ones. 

I have begun fome Experiments towards a way of 
making a large Concave Speculum for Burning Glai- 
fes, and have proceeded fo far, as to fifid Materials that 
will naturally receive their true Figure, though of many 
Feet in Diameter, but have not yet overcome the dif- 
ficulties of giving them a good Polifh. 



VIL ExtraSt of two Letters , the one to Dr. Wil- 
liam Gibbons, Fellow of the College offhyfiii- 
ans London ; the other to Mr. Nicholas Sta- 
phorft , Operator in Chymijiry at Apothe- 
caries- Hall, from Mr. Edward Coles, giv- 
ing an account of a Red Colour produced by 
mixture of a Sulphureous Spirit with a Volatile 
Alcali. 

I in making feveral Chymical Experiments found a 
Sulphureous Spirit, which being mixt with a Vola- 
tile Alcalij fuch as Spirit of Sal Armsniack, or Urin, &c. 
gives it a red Colour in a moment, and does the fame 
without any effer vefcence, tho' both the Liquors were 
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clear before, wherefore confidering that this Experiment 
might be ferviceable in the demonftrating of Sanguifi- 
cation: I humbly offer it to your more refined judg- 
ment, and am 

In the Box is a bottle of the Spirit, you may put 

two parts of the Spirit to one of Spirit of Sal Armo- 
ftizck, and fliake the Ghfs or Bottle, and it will be 
red in a Moment, tho' the more the Glafs is (ha ken 
the deeper or blacker red it will be. I iuppofe there is 
enough in the Glafs for you to Experiment, and to 
ihew to the Virmofos I made the Spirit by Dril- 
ling 2 or 3 Pound oi Benzoin with a little fand in a Re- 
tort, ad Siccitatem, and put the Oil, Spirit, and Flow- 
ers altogether into a Paper Filtre, and the Spirit which 
came firit thro' is that which I have fent. 

The Experiment alovsmentioned was tried before the 
Royal Society, and fucceeded as above related, hut the 
Circumftan'ces mufi be diligently attended, or elfe it mil 
not fucceed.
